Many of our writers | 
take certain results that have been reached | 
by the chemist, and draw conclusions which 

in practice lead one astray. We need prac- | 
tice and science together and worked out by | 
the sam-~ individual. 

Dr. Voelcker is free to confess that he 
does not understand the nature of rennet, 
but he has proved that the chemists befure 
him have been wrong in their conclusions. 
In looking over the result of his analyses of | 
milk, although knowing perfectly well the | 
per centage of its different constituents, | 
was struck with the large amount of phos- 
phates which it contains. He showed me 
the different solid constituents in a quart ot 
milk. In one bottle was the oils, in another | 
the casein, in another the phosphates, the | 
milk, sugar, etc., etc. The amount of phos- | 
phates in a quart of milk is no infinitesimal | 
quantity, but our farmers will better wader! 
stand its bulk when I say that it is “ quite a| 
handful” and then consider for a moment | 
the large number of these handfuls that are | 
taken from the soil by our dairy farmers and |

KEEPING POULTRY. 


There are various rules in keeping fowls, 
which all learn by intuition almost, but apart 
from these general rules, the mode of treat- 
ment is almost as diverse as the varieties of 
fowls are numerous. Salt, cold, dampness 
vermin and uncleanliness, must always be 
avoi.ed. In other matters, generally, good 
judgmert, and that mainly derived from 
experience, will secure the healthiest and 
best flock.

Bees seem to b2 governed | y instinct, not 
by habit; hence, if we would make use of 
them, we must conform to their modes of 
yperation, rather than to make them crawl 
into any kind of a house we may fancy.

IMPROVEMENT IN GRAIN. 


Jixperiments have demonstrated, and 
| analogy has shown, that the*fnest and best 
| samples «f seed, continued for years, will 
improve the quality and quantity of the pro- 
jduct. A better wheat is thus raised, even a 
| variety may be established. On this princi- 
ple, (in farm stock) we have the Shor'horns, 
| the blooded horses, and the different breeds 
jof shrep, swine, poultry, etc. Experiments 
have not been made on the human species; 
but the same, no doubt, holds guod here. 
| We plant and sow “as it comes.” We 
' take the seed of the same grain that we use 
lin the aggregate, and sowit. Is not this 
ithe case almost universally? Corn is an ex- 
ception to some extent; but why do we ex- 
|cept corn? Because it is handy to select. 
| But why select at all? Because it is under- 
stood to be good. Analogically, then, it is 
| good to do the same with wheat, oats, barley, 
/ete. But this is less easily done; we there- 
| fore neglect it. How long will it take a 
| farmer to go through his wheat, and secure 
the finest and ripest heads sufficient to sow 
'an acre, or half an acre, or a quarter—or 
even a pint of seed? This pint sowed will 
be sufficient to form a test crop. The best 
heads taken from this again, and sowed, will 
yield another test crcp, from which should 
be taken before; and so on for a_ number of 
years, say half a dozen, more Mtill better. 
But three or four years will work a decided 
difference. But the thing should be con- 
tinued from selec'ed wheat every time. In 
this way grain can be improved and crops 
enlarged. ‘There will be larger grains, 
earlier maturity, and better growth.—Rural 
World. : 





‘REGULARITY IN FEEDING. 


Every good farmer knows that any domes- 
tic animal isa good clock—that it knows, 
almost to a minute, when the regular feedin, 
time has arrived. If it has been accustome 
to be fed with accuracy at the appointed 
period, it will not fret till that period arrives ; 
after which it becomes very restless and un- 
e.sy till its food comes. If it has been fed 
irregularly, it will begin to fret when the 
earliest period arrives. Hence, this fretting 
may be entirely avoided, by strict punctuali- 
ty; but it cannot be otherwise. The very 
moment the animal begins to worry, that 
moment it begins to lose flesh; but the rate 
of thie loss has never been ascertained—it is 
certainly wortay an investigation—and can 
be only determined by trying the two modes,

| In fine, the whole establish» ent evinced the 
progress we are gradually making for the 
comfort and well being of our animals as 
well as for ourselves, and for this reason | 


have made mention of it, that others may go 
and do likewise. 

Exercise, or at least the liberty to move 
the limbs freely, is necessary for every 
animal, particyjarly for those which are kep' 
in a state of artificial confinement. This 
applies more especially to the young and 
healthy, than to the old and infirm. During 
the long winter months of our New England 
climate, ic is absolutely essential that all 
our domestic animals should have the liberty 
of a well protected yard for a certain length 
of time every day. And although, as a 
general rule, they enjoy this privilege, it is 
more from the fact that they are turned out 
to drink, than from any thought on the part 
of the owner that the fresh air, sunshine and 
exercise are essential to their best condition. 
We have heard of instances where cows and 
young stock have been kept housed during 
the entire winter, without leaving thir stalls. 
Ti.is I consider wrong treatment, to say the 
least, and one which must prove highly 
prejudical to the health of the animal, sooner 
or later. Most of our farmers err on the 
other extreme. ‘They not only turn out their 
cattle and their milch cows, young and old, 
every day, regardless of the state of the 
elements, bat they allow them to remain out, 
shivering and shaking in cold and wet, for 
an indefinite length of time. This is not 
only cruelty, but a serious detriment to the 
animal, especially to those affording milk, 
the supply of which is necessarily much 
lessened by such harsh treatment. And for 
all, much more nutriment is required in 
order to counteract the loss of the tissues, 
occasioned by such unnecessary exposure. 
If the weather then is severely cold, or if 
wet and raw, the farmer should allow his 
animals only an opportunity to drink, (facili- 
ties for this should always be under cover) 
and then they should be again housed with- 
out delay. A great deal of unnecessary 
cruelty is inflicted by thoughtless men, in 
this one matter of suffering animals to re- 
main for hours exposed to the inclemency of 
the weather. They must remember that by 
such ignorance, they themselves are the 
losers. It requires but little judgment cer- 
tainly, to know how to actin such circum- 
stances, and yet how frequently is this small 
amount of judgment wanting.

Che lower the temperature that could be 
used, and the more uniform or 
be applied, the bet er flavor would obtain | 
to the cheese. Another point of importance | 
in cheese making, and one not generally | 
understood, was in relation to the whey. It 
should be drawn off, got rid of, just as soon 
as possible, or as soon as consistent with the 
necessary operations. The reasun he gave 
was, that you could never tell what matter 
you had, or what you were dealing with in 
che whey. It may contain taints of the 
worst character. 

‘There is a general misapprehensi n among 
dairymen in regard to the qualities of milk. 
Many suppose that because a certain speci- 
men of :. tk happens not to be rich in butter, 
it must necessarily be very rich in casein— 
that is, what it loses in butter is made up in 
an extra amount of casein. Dr. Voelcker 
shows this assumption to be false. The 
casein, in different samples of mi.k, show a 
nearly uniform quantity, whether the milk 
be rich or poor, but the variation in butter 
is very great. How important, then, it is to 
have pastures that will add vil to the milk, 
rather than water. 

1 said to him, from your analyses of differ- 
ent samples of choice cheese, I notice the 
fine quality does not depend upon the quan- 
tity of butter it contains, since your best 
cheese contained a cynsiderable less per 
centage of butter than our American. He 
said flavor and rich buttery appearance 
depended not only upon a nice manufacture, 
Lut upou uniform temperature in curing. 
{t will not do to roast cheese one day, and 
cool it down the next. ‘The process of cur- 
ing must be so gradual that all the constitu- 
ents may mingle together, without detriment 
to either.

He had 
examined cheese at certain stages of fermen- 
tation when it was quite poisonous—after- 
wards this poison passed away, It was one 
of the curious properties of animal decom- 
position which he did not understand; but

FRENCH METHOD OF RAISING TOMATOES. 


As soon as a cluster of flowers is visible, 
the stem is topped. down to the cluster, so 
that the flowers terminate the stem. The 
effect is, that the sap is immediately impell- 
ed into the two buds next below the cluster, 
which soon push strongly end produce 
another cluster of flowers each. Whe: 
these are visible, the branch to which they 
belong to :s also topped down to their level ; 
and this is done successfully. By this means 
the plants become stout dwarf bushes, not 
above eighteen inches high. In order to 
prevent their falling over, sticks or strings 
are stretched horizontally along the rows, 
so as to keep the plants erect. In addition 
to this, all the laterals that have no flowers, 
and afler the fifth topping all laterals, what- 
soever, are nipped off. In this way the ripe 
sap is directed into the fruit, which acquires 
a beauty, size and excellence, unattained by 
other means.

the world, like other prairie cities, is laid 
out in streets and alleys, crossing at right 
angles. The projectors have paid New York 
the compliment of naming the principal 
street Broadway. It is a mile long ana 
seventy-five feet wide, and is divided by a 
light fence into three parts, so that herd of 
cattle can pass one another without min- 
gling, and om an unobstructed road for 
the drovers. Nine railroads have construct- 
ed branches to the yards, and there is to be 
a canal connecting it with one of the forks 
of the Chicago river. 

Nothing is more simple and easy than the 
working of the system of these stock yards. 
Vhe sum of anguish annually endured in the 
United States will be greatly lessene’i when 
that system shali prevail all along the line 
from the prairies to the Atlantic. A cattle 
train stops along a street of pens; the side 
of each car is removed; a gentle declining 
bridge wooes the living freight down into a 
clean, planked inclosure, where on one side 
is along trough, which the turn of a faucet 
fills with water, and on the other sideis a 
manger, which can be immediately filhed 
with hay.— While the tired and hungry ani- 
mals are enjoying this respite from the tor 
ture of their ride, their owner or his agent 
finds comfort in the Hough House (so named 
from one of the chief promoters of the enter- 
prise), a handsome hotel of yellow stone, 
built solely for the accommodation of the 
“cattle men,” and capable of entertaining 
two hundred of them at once. A few steps 
from the hotel is the Cattle Exchange, anoth- 
er spacious and elegant edifice of yellow 
stone, wherein there is u great room for the 
chaffering or preliminary “ gassing ” (as the 


drovers term it) of buyers and sellers; also | 


a bank solely for cattle men’s use, with a 
daily business ranging from one hundred 
thousand to five hundred thousand dollars ; 
also a telegraph office, which reports, from 
time to time, the price of beef, pork and 
mutton in two hemispheres, and sends back 


to the cattle markets of mankind the condi- | 


tion of affairs in this, the;great Bovine City 
of the world. The “ gassing” being accom- 
plished, the cattle men leave this fine ix- 
change, and go forth to view the cattle 
which have been the subject of their conver- 
sation, and they move about in the midst of 
these prodigious herds,, and inspect the 
occupants of any particular pen, with as 
much ease as a lady examines pictures in a 
window. The purchase completed, the cattle 
are driven along, through opening pens and 


jbroad streets, tothe yards adjoining the 


railroad, by which they are to resume their 
journey. On the way tw these yards, they 
are weighed at the rate of thirty a minute, 
by merely pausing in the weighi.g pen as 
they pass. The men return to the Exchange, 
where the money is paid, all the cattle busi- 
ness being done for cash; after which they 
conclude the affair by dining together at the 
hotel, or at an excellent restaurant in the 
Exchange itself. 

In this elegant Exchange room two classes

is doing business on the grand scale. By 
means of this Cattle Exchange a repulsive 
and barbarizing business is litted out of the 
nirerand rendered clean, easy, respectable, 
and pleasant. The- actual nandling and 
supervision of the cattle require few men, 
who are themselves raised in the social scale 
by being parts of a great system; while the 
controlling minds are left free to work at the 
arithmetic bookkeeping of thu business. We 
remember with pleasure the able and polite 
gentlemen the necessity of whose business 
sugges'ed this enterprise, and who now 
control it. The economy of the system is 
something worth consideration. The design 
of the directors is to keep the rent of the 
ns a’ such rates as exactly to pay the cost 
of cleaning ey them, and to get 
the requisite profit only from the sale of hay 
and corn. One hundred tons of hay are 
frequently consumed in the yards in one day. 
It those yards were in New England, the 
sale of manure would be an important 
branch of the business; but in those fertile 
prairies they are glad to sell it at ten cents 
a wagon load, which is less than the cost of

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PROFITS OF THE PEAR TREES. 


P. T. Quinn, of Newark, N. J., in a paper 
| read before the Pennsylvania Horticultural 
| Society, furnishes a statement of some suc- 
| cessful results in raising pears for market. 
| The orchard under his charge contains many 
trees planted seventeen years ago, and at 
different periods since that time. The 
j original fifty selected varieties have been 
| successively reduced to only six. Of these, 
| the Duchesse d’Angouleme proves to be the 
| most profitable. Nine years ago a single 
| row, consisting of thirty trees of this sort, 

was selected and an accurate account kept of 
| the sales. The following is his staten ent for 
seven successive years, to which we have 
|appended a column showing the average 
| product from each tree. The account com- 
| mences when the trees were only eight years 
jold—and one crop failed. They were

The numerous disappointments which the 
| planters of pear orchards have met with, are 
| owing to the fact that they have beguu all ai 
| once on a large scale, without understanding 
| their trade. ‘The three requisites fcr carry- 
| ing on this trade successfully are, to ascer- 
; tain by experiment on the ground, or in each 
| locality, what sorts succeed the best ; second- 
j ly, how t» cultivate and prune them to the 
best advantage, and thirdly, how to pack 
well, and to find proper market. In the 
instance we have quoted, fifty varieties were 
taken to begin with—it is, perhaps, not 
necessary to try so many now. 
years were occupied in determining the best. 
All these points, avd many others, must be 
thoroughly learned before the owner can 
conduct his business to the best advantage. 
If a western wood chopper should go into 
New York city, and engage in the wholesale 
silk trade, he would succeed no better than 
a farmer, who, with no experience, sets out.a 
thousand pear trees for the market. The 
former would, doubtless, eome to the con- 
clusion that the silk trade is very risky 
business, and the latter that marketing pears 
isa humbug.—Zz.

PROPER DEPTH FOR PLOUGHING. 


All crops grown on land of the same qual- 
ity do not require an equal depth of plough- 
ing. If sod ground be turned for corn, it 
should only be ploughed deep enough to get 
a rich, Warm, mellow seed bed. The subsoil 
plougaing may be resorted to with profit, 
for that pulverizes the subsoil deep, admit- 
ling air and moisture, but does not bring it 
to the top, or mix it with the surface mould. 
if spring grain is to follow the corn, the 
next ploughing should be deeper than the 
first one, deep enough to bring to tne sur- 
face the decayed sod, and an inch of the 
subscil to mix with it. ‘These make a fresh, 
tertile seed bed for the spring grain. If 
wheat sucet eds the spring grain, the plough- 
ing for it should be deep and thorough. No 
matter how deep. ‘That is the opportunity 
to mingle the subsoil and top soil, and _per- 
manently deepen ghe seed bed. The latter 
part of summer and the early autumn is the 
time of ycar when the land is most benefitted 
by deep ploughing, and of all grain crops, 
wheat perhaps demands the deepest prep#® 
ration of the soil. And this deep ploughing 
for wheat brings soil to the surface that is 
|fresh for the crop to start in. ‘he grass 
| seed will be sown in this; it will become a 
| turf, grow dark in color, and when the field 

is ready to break up again, this top soil will 
have become rich mould. This is the proper 
jmethod of ploughing, with the object of

IMPROVEMENT OF PASTURES. 


A successful farmer in this vicinity claims 
that many pastures are so overstocked that 
| the roots of the grass, and t.e whole plant, 
are kept so small that its growth is feeble, 
and not half the feed is afforded that the 
land would produce if stocked lightly a year 
or two, and the grass allowed to get a good 
thrifty start. He has kept a large stock of 
cattle, yet the feed in his pastures is so rank 
that in some places a ton of hay per acre 
might be harvested.

TO COVER A STEEP BANK WITH GRASS 


The following method is recommended by 
a German horticul ura) association. For 
each square rod to be planted, take half a 
pound of Jawn grass seed, and mix it inti- 
mately and thoroughly with about sik cubic 
feet of good dry garden earth and loam. 
rhis is placed in a tub, and to it liquid 
manure, diluted with about two-thirds of 
water, is added, and well stirred in, so as to 
bring the whole to the consistency of mortar. 
The slope is to be cleaned off and made per- 
fectly smooth, and then well watered, atter 
which the paste just mentioned is to be 
applied with a trowel, and made as even and 
thin as possible. Should it crack by ex- 
posure to the air, it isto be again watered 
and smoothed up, day by day, until the 
grass makes its appearance, which will be in 
eight to fourteen days, and the whole 
declivity will soon be covered by a close 
carpet of green. 
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FORCING FERTILIZERS. 


Most farmers express themselves perfectly 
satisfied with barnyard manure, thinking 
that perfectly sufficient to meet the require- 
ments of any crop; and, in fact, they do not 
know tl at one crop differs from another in 
the quality of its fertilizing food. Barnyard 
manure is excellent; and, being home made, 
is the cheapest infallible resource of the far- 
mer. But there are crops which require a 
stronger element added to it. In the major- 
ity of farm crops, the most powerful fertiliz- 
ing ingredients are phosphate of lime and 
potash. If farmers can be practically taught 
that wth this intermixture of those two 
elements to their manure, any kind of crop 
can be made to pay back the cost in a ten 
fold ratio, thus enabling their home made 
manure to go over a larger surface, a great 
and important result will be accomplished in 
the improvement of the agriculture of our 
country. 


THE RASPBERRY. 

It isa matterof surprise that the rasp- 
berry is comparatively so neglected. As 
compared with the strawberry, a given 
amount is much heavier, and containg more 
nutriment, while for quality it can scarcely 
be considered inferior. Although it requires 
considerable care, berries which it yields, 
will make ample compensation. The rasp- 
berry is not particular in the choice of soil, 
flourishing on any land of moderate fertility, 
though a deep, sandy loam has the advan- 
tage of prolonging the ripening season, and 
producing larger and better berries. If pos- 
sible, the ground selected should have a 
uorthern slopé, as the raspberry thrives best 
in acool and somewhat shaded position.— 
American Farmer. ; 


PREPARING FOOD FOR STEAMING. 


The cut hay, straw and hay, or other cut 
feed, is moistened with a large watering pot 
(if done by hand) at the rate of, at least, two 
gallons of water to five bushels of feed, while 
it is being stirred up with a fork; then if 
bran, meal, or other feed is used with it, it 
should be sifted on and mixed evenly. Two 
quarts of bran to the bushel of straw will 
render wheat, barley, oats and pea straw 
equal to good timothy hay. A little salt 
should be added, which will be perfectly 
diffused through the mass. The feed must 
always be moistened before steaming, for 
steam will not cook dry hay or straw, but 
only dry it more. Moisture is required to 


absorb the steam. 
PLANTING LIMA BEANS. 


It is not generally known, or if krown, 
practiced by few, that Lima beans, so liable 
to rot after planting in a wet spell, ean be 
protected against this danger by simply 
greasing them well before planting. It 
should be done thoroughly, and unless the 
season be extremely wet it will prove a sure 
remedy. A few years ago, while a neighbor 
had to plart his bed a third time ours was 
wholly uninjured. This is a hint worth act- 
ing upon. it may insure many & crop of 
early Lima, which everybody admits is the 
“ bean of beans.”—Germantown Telegraph.
